The latest move of the havd econl min-
ers i their #=trike s ealenlated to wedn
from  them any sympiathy  the  publie
may  have felt heretofore.  They have
persunded  aboul seventy-five per cent,
Of the foree reguirod 1o keep the mines
from flooding to leave the works, in-
volving o gruve duanger not only of the
destructlon of hundreds of millions of
dollirs o praperty, but of the greatly-
fi 1 outhreak of  hoestilitles,  The
aperiators have met the strlke of the
pumpmen by veplucing the strikers with
o foree composed of u few regulnrs sup-
lemented by emergency men  recrilted
from the shops and even the ofMces of
the el companies. These are guarded
by severnl  hundrsd  pollcemen, If thls
strike follows the usual  course, the
strlkers will soon begin tor adopt harsh
measures to coerce the men now man-
ning the pumps to leave, Already some-
thing approximating u state of siege has
been compelled in some ploces by the
ugly atttnde of the sirlkers, and trouble
ennnot be far off, The polley of the
operators 8 now tn keep the pumps
golng at any cost, even if they have to
catll upon the state and the federal nu-
thorities for military o, The property
I wvalued ot more than half a billion
dollars, and if the mines are flooded pot
only will a large part of thls value be
destroyed,  but the hard coul Industry
will be erippled for years., The strikers
are acting In g most ghort-sighted muan-
ner in thus placing In jeopardy the very
source of their own Income when rela-
tlons nre re-established, They have de-
liberuiely adopted a polley of destrue-
tion which s certaln to allenate publie
sympathy and to place them on the de-
fensive liater when the account is8 bul-
anced,
